The ADETF — Region B 
agents arrested two subjects 
in Coffee County and re- 
covered approximately 4 
ounces of heroin, approx- 
imately 3 pounds of mari- 
juana and an AK-47 pistol. 

Cedrick Buffington, age 
34, of Atlanta, Ga., was ar-

rested and charged with one 
count of trafficking heroin, 
one count of trafficking 
marijuana, and one count of 
obstructing justice by giv- 
ing a false name to officials, 
one count of certain persons 
forbidden to possess a fire- 
arm. He also has been 
charged with fugitive from 
justice. 

The trafficking charges 
carry a $50,000 bond each, 
the giving false information 
charge carries a $10,000 
bond, and the certain per- 
sons forbidden to carry a

Peacock lives at 215 
Plant Avenue, and he said 
he had killed 8-9 snakes 
coming from that property 
in the past three months. He 
added that he had been 
bitten by one snake. 

In favor of this property 
either being cleaned up or 
demolished, Peacock said 
his wife had completely quit 
going outside in their back- 
yard because of all the 
snakes and rats coming 


from 221 Plant Avenue. 
“Something needs to be 
done with this,” Peacock 
said to the Elba City Coun- 
cil.

However, he said it 
clearly appeared to be in 
much better shape than the 
other two properties dis- 
cussed in the public hearing. 

Following the public 
hearing, the Elba City 
Council entered its regular 
meeting. During this meet- 
ing, the council addressed 
each of the properties dis- 
cussed in the public hearing. 

Council members voted 
to move forward with the 
resolutions on the 427 Wil- 
liams Avenue and 221 Plant 
Avenue properties for them 
to be demolished, if the 
property owners did not 
handle the matters per- 
sonally in the timeframe 
provided by the ordinance 
procedure. 

As for the 329 Brunson 
Circle property, the council 
voted to table this matter 
until the Sept. 23rd meeting

to allow the Brunson family 
more time to address it per- 
sonally. The family 
members were assured they 
had the right to go onto the 
property during this ex- 
tended time. 

Also during the Aug. 26th 
council meeting, downtown 
business owner Chris Foley 
addressed the mayor and 
council members. 

Foley’s main concern was 
the Alabama Department of 
Transportation’s recent no- 
tice that some downtown in- 
tersections would be 
changed from red lights to 
either 2-way or 4-way 
stops. He said he felt this 
would be a very dangerous 
change regarding traffic in 
downtown Elba. 

“The public needs to have 
input on 4-way and 2-way 
stops,” Foley said. “I would 
like the council to ask for a 


public town meeting to 
allow input.” 

He said a lot of beach 
traffic still travels through 
the downtown area and he is 
concerned about that traffic 
flying through the area and 
ignoring the stop signs. 

“T just feel this will be 
very dangerous,” Foley 
said. “Once the state takes 
the lights down, you can’t 
get them back.” 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
said it was his understand- 
ing that when the intersec- 
tions are changed, the lights 
would be changed to ‘flash- 
ing lights’ for a 90-day 
period. After that 90-day 
period, he said the state 
would give the lights to the 
city, and it could keep them 
up if the city wanted to pay 
for the upkeep of the lights. 
The state would no longer 
service those lights, if they

remained. 

Murdock said state DOT 
officials said there has to be 
60 cars per hour eight 
straight hours to warrant a 
traffic light. 

The council decided to 
add the discussion of hold- 
ing a town hall meeting on 
the matter, as requested by 
Foley, during its upcoming 
work session set for Thurs- 
day, Sept. 19th at 6 p.m. 
The council will decide at 
that time if it wants to pro- 
ceed with scheduling a town 
hall meeting on the matter.

The daughters of the Na- 
tional Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American 
Revolution (NSDAR) are 
encouraging everyone to 
join them in skipping the 
plastic straw and participate 
in the No Straw September! 

Skipping the straw is tak- 
ing a stand against single 
use plastic pollution. 

In just the U.S. alone, it is 
estimated that 500 million 
straws are used every day. 
One study found that as 
many as 8.3 billion plastic 
straws pollute the world’s 
beaches. Most plastics don’t 
decompose, or biodegrade, 
when tossed. Plastics can 
stay in landfills for hundreds 
of years, and plastic in the 
ocean floats around as small 
pieces (called microplastics) 
that can poison animals and 
hurt the environment. 

For example, to a sea tur- 
tles these microplastics can 
look like food. Once swal- 
lowed the plastic get stuck 
and make the turtle think it 


pe ee eg Ce, eee, 


In general, straws are not 
good for humans. Drinking 
sugary or acidic seetioes 
through a straw can increase 


.the likelihood of cavities. 


Straws send a concentrated 
Stream of liquid toward a 
small area of the teeth, 
which can erode enamel and 
cause tooth decay. And yes, 
repeated straw drinking 
causes people to purse their 
lips and can create wrinkles 
from repetitive muscle mo- 
tion. 

The origin of the move- 
ment to ban plastic straws 
began with a 9-year-old boy 
named Milo Cress and his 
2011 campaign, “Be Straw 
Free,” which launched to 
raise awareness about plas- 
tic waste. Americans use 
enough straws each day to 
fill 125 school buses.

He said even 
those churches within a 
very short distance of an 
EMS station, would be 
hard-pressed to obtain a re- 
sponse time of one minute 


or less from EMS. 
Sudden cardiac arrest 
(SCA) is a medical event in 


which the heart’s rhythm 
becomes erratic, and the 
heart can’t pump oxygen- 
ated blood to the brain or 
other vital organs. Unless a 
normal heart rhythm is re- 
stored within a short time, 
death is virtually inevitable. 
An Automated External De- 
fibrillator (AED) is a com- 
pact and portable, 
battery-operated device 
used to automatically de- 
liver measured electrical 
shocks in order to reestab- 
lish the heart’s normal 
rhythm. The simple opera- 
tion of AEDs makes them 
suitable for public places, to 
be used by those who have 
basic  Cardio-Pulmonary 
Resuscitation (CPR) and 
AED training. 

The AED circuitry is de- 
signed to analyze cardiac 
rhythm and inform the op- 
erator whether a shock is in- 
dicated. Electrode pads on 


the victim transmit infor- 
mation to the device for 
both monitoring and shock 
therapy. 

“The cost is less than 
$800 per unit if we continue 
to order in quantity,” Jordan 
said. “So far we have imple- 
mented this ministry in two 
churches, as well as the 
Coffee Baptist Associa- 
tion’s retreat facility (The 
Vineyard). It is our prayer 
that through donations and 
sponsorship, some of the 
costs can be less to the 
churches.” 

As for the training, Jor- 
dan said he would offer to 
each church First 
Aid/CPR/AED training. 
Anyone desiring to pur- 
chase an AED, or donating 
to this ministry can contact 
Pastor Will Jordan by email 
a t 
pastorwilljordan@ gmail.co 
m. 

Due to “Good Samaritan 
Laws” in place in every 
state, technically, anyone— 
including untrained by- 
standers - are protected 
from civil litigation when 
using an AED in good faith, 
however training is rec- 
ommended.

Elba Tigers turn back late Opp 
rally to claim exciting 36-34 win

The Elba Tigers scored 
15 straight third quarter 
points to erase a one-point 
halftime deficit and then 
survived a furious fourth 
quarter Opp Bobcat rally to 
claim an exciting 36-34 
win, Friday night in front a 
packed stadium at Mack 
Wood Field. 

Opp received the open- 
ing kickoff and wasted little 
time grabbing the lead as 
the Bobcats marched 55 
yards in six plays to get on 
the scoreboard. The score 
came on third down and 17, 
when Hal Smithart lofted a 
40-yard scoring strike to 
Erik Matthews, who took 
the ball away from an Elba 
defender and trotted into 
the endzone. The extra- 
point try sailed wide, but 
with 9:22 still left in the 
first quarter Opp was al- 
ready on top 6-0. 

Elba went three and out 
on its initial offensive 
series, but got the ball right 
back at the Opp 39-yardline 
on a fumble recovery by 
Tom Ford and from there 
needed only three plays to 
take the lead. Ja’Quez 
Prince rushed twice for 21 
yards to help the Tigers get 


close, while the touchdown 
came when Prince con- 
nected with Seth Ware on a 
15-yard scoring pass. Iver- 
son Lane kicked the extra- 
point, and with 5:59 
remaining in the opening 
quarter the Tigers were now 
on top 7-6. 

Opp didn’t stay down for 
long; however, as the Bob- 
cats took the ensuing kick- 
off and behind the passing 
of Smithart and the hard 
running of Ashton Patel 
headed right back down the 
field.

Two plays later Patel 
scored on a 7-yard burst up 
the middle, and although 
the extra point try failed, the 
Bobcats were back on top 
15-14 with 5:28 remaining 
in the second quarter. 

Elba threatened on its en- 
suing possession and 
reached a first down and

Brantley buries ‘Brockton 99-20

The Brantley Bulldogs 
kicked off the 2019 football 
season with a bang Friday 
night as they raced out to a 
41-0 halftime advantage 
and coasted in with a lop- 
sided 59-20 win over the 
New Brockton Gamecocks, 
at Brantley’s David Lowery 
Stadium. 

Brantley received the 
game’s opening kickoff and 
went 64 yards in just three 
plays to get on the score- 
board. Tucker Kilcrease 
completed two passes for 39 
yards to lead the Bulldogs 
down the field, while the 
touchdown came on a 19- 
yard dash by Daquan Pitt- 
man. Adam Carlisle kicked 
the extra point, and with 
10:35 left in the opening 
quarter the Bulldogs were 
already on top 7-0. 

Brantley got the ball back 
on a pass interception near 
midfield and this time went 
58 yards in eight plays to 
add to its lead. A 34-yard 
pass from Kilcrease to Ke- 
nuwyn Dixon was a key 
play in the scoring drive, 
while the score came on a 
15-yard sprint by Daquan 
Pittman. Carlisle added the 
extra point as Brantley 
upped its lead to 14-0 with 
5:38 remaining in the 
quarter.
